In: ain the War was yet more unequal and burdenſome 
to Her Maj 7 than in any other Branch of it; for be- 
ing commenc'd without any Treaty whatſoever, the Al- 
lies almoſt wholly declined taking any Part of it upon 
themſelves. A ſmall Body of Eugliſb and Dusch Troops 
were ſent thither, in the Year 1705, not as being thought | 
ſufficient to ſupport a Regular War, or to make the Con- 
queſt of ſo large a Country, but with a View only of aſ- 
fiſting the Spanards to ſet King Charles * the Throne, 
occaſioned by the great Aſſurances which were given of 
their Inclinations to the Houſe of Anſtria: But this Ex- 
pectation failing, England was inſenfibly drawn into an 
eſtabliſned War, Zug all the Diſadvantages of the Di 
{tance of the Place, and the feeble Efforts of the other Al- 
lies. The Account laid before Her Majeſty, upon this 
Head, was, That altho' that Undertaking was enter d up- 
on at the particular and earneſt Requeſt of the Imperial 
Court, and for a Cauſe of no leſs Importance and Concern 
to them, than the Reducing the Sþai/> Monarchy to the: 
Houſe of Auſtria; yet neither the late Emperors, nor his 
preſent Imperial Majeſty, have ever had any Forces thera 
on their own Account, till the laſt Year, and then only 
one Regiment of Foot, . conſiſting of 2000 Men. Tho' the 
States- General contributed ſomething more to that Service, 
yet their Share alſo was but inconfiderable ; for in the 
Space of Three Years, from 1 705, to 1707, both inclufive; 
al the Forces they ſent into that Country, did not exceed 
12:00 Men ; and from the Year 1708, to 1711, they ſent 
no Forces or Recruits whatſoever. To Her Majeſty's Care 
and Charge, the Recovery of that Kingdom was in a Man- 
ner wholly left, as if none elſe were 17:tereſted or concer- 
ned in it; And the Forces which Ver Majeſty ſent into 
T% F , —— F 0 F7 . Spaing 
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Fain, in the Space of Seven Years, from 1705, to 1717, 
both inclufive, have amounted to ria leſs than 57973 Men, 
beſides Thirteen Battalions and Eighteen Squadrons, for 
which Her Majeſty 5 a Subſidy to the Emperor. How 
great the eſtabliſhed Expence of ſuch a Number of Men 
was, Her Majeſty very well knew, and Her Commons very 
ſenſibly felt: But the Weight will be found much greater, 
when it is conſider d how many heavy Articles of unuſual 
and extraordinary Charge attended this remote and diffi- 
cult Service ; all which were entirely defray'd by Her Ma- 
jeſty, except that one of Tranſporting the few Forces 
which were ſent by the States e , and the Victual- 


ling of them, during their Tranſportation only. The Ac- 


counts delivered to the Commons will ſhew, That the 
Charge of Her Majeſty's Ships and Veſſels, employed in 
the 2 
ter the Rate of Four Pounds a Man per Month, from the 
Time they ſailed from hence, till they returned, were loſt, 
or put upon other Services, hath amounted to Six Mil- 
lions, Five Hundred and Forty Thouſand, Nine Hundred 
and Sixty Six Pounds, Fourteen Shillings. The Charge 
of Tranſports, on the Part of Creat- Britain, for carrying on 
the War in Spain and Portugal from the Beginning of it till 
1511, amounted to One Million, Three Hundred Thirty 
Six 'Thouſand, Seven Hundred and Nineteen Pounds, 
Nineteen Shillings, and Eleven Pence. That of Victual- 
ling Land Forces for the ſame Service, to Five Hundred

Ihe Houſe laid theſe ſeveral Particulars before Her Ma- 
jeſty ; and by an Eſtimate grounded on the preceedi 
Facts it appear d, That over and above the Quota's on 
the Part of , Great-Britain, anſwering to thoſe contributed 
by the Allies, more than Nineteen Millions have been ex-

And that it was with great Concern, that they found ſo 
much Occaſion given them to repreſent, how ill an Uſe 
had been made of Her Majeſty's Zeal for the Common 
Cauſe ; that the Intereſt of that Cauſe had not been 
8 promoted by it, but others only were eaſed 
at Her Majeſty's and Her Subjects Coſt, were been 
connived at in laying their Part of the Burden upon this 
EKingdom, altho they were equally, and in moſt refj 
more nearly concern d, than Britain.
